1 . Claims 1-5 are withdrawn from furtlier consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 10/15/2004. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

3. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Grigsby (#5,275,279) or Miller (#6,135,289). 
Grigsby shows a plurality of nonwooden boards assembled together with a cutout 
means 72 which accommodates the product 24. Grigsby also shows a foam block 
attached to shelf 81 . Grigsby also discloses that it is known to use styrofaem forms in 
corrugated outerboard (col 4 lines 55+). Miller shows assembling nonwooden boards 
24, 22 with a Styrofoam piece 28 col 6 lines 1 1+ as well as holes in nonwooden material 
28 for receiving products.
